My child was born 6 weeks prematurely , after a prolonged labor. - 
at 16 weeks ha was,ezemlned by 3 pediatricians and diagnosed as spastlcv 
Tho baby was hospitalized for'complete clinical observation.’pnd lab- * 
oratory analysis. T*nese'., confirming the diagnosis,howeverj these phy- 
sicans thought his physical condition could:not support llfe.„’A life 
span of 1 year was the expected. * a . . • ; • 

W consulted six more doctors and the sAme phrases tiag e.abokfen 
and the child was sent home to-die, ViHien he reached Sl- monthe another 
doctor admitted he. did not,feel he had-gnough knowledge of Spastics 
to-advise'to treatment but sug'-'ested, that a,brein specii%iet be;,Consu¬ 
lted; Thl‘j brought about another series of new tests, Incltiiding a 
pneumo-encolphalgramra. On the. strength of these medical findings the .. 
outlook was •v’’ery dim., : fact the' attending doctor told*me when he * - 

released-the* child from '-he hospital on Monday,'■"If he is alive Thurs¬ 
day, bring him to my cfi'ice.l''^ • . 

The medication at, t^at time was 3 grain?* of phenoberbital, TJ^w© 
had never been a bowel’sl.imlmation that was not induced. His diet 
consisted of'lnfsn't'lfeT«l5T'an^''mTl'lr'Yed'"~tb "him'Vrrth an eye dropper. 

He had been fed in this manner from the 4th day that 1 had hlm-hcane, 

, or the tender age of 13 days* . • . - . 

His two abilities were screaming end opening his eye lids. • The., 
eyes would remain open for days, Thul he vogo.tated a few mere weeks 
and had a violent convulsions. The phenobarbital wss discontinued * 
and Seconal, took* its place in two months the dosage* climbed^ to. 9^ grains

My boy was hospitalized for onfe thing or another on the average 
of every 27 days for the nest year. His body temperature in this year 
ranged from 94 to 108,6, In September of 1954 still ^another doctor 
instructed me in the technique of gavaginft the child• 
both tubes for nasal passing and oral passing and the 
^ have a nutritions diet. This method of feeding continued five times 
a day for 16 months. 

Each of these many doctors, excert one, the brain specialist, were 
inslstant and pressuring that the child be placed in an Institution. 

The only home open to him was a private nursing home. This h^e, while 
the rates are very reasonable was beyond the financial capacity of my 
family. 

In July of 1955 the seconal intake was now 13 grains a day with 
one grain phenoberbltal given Insmusclally between capsules. The con¬ 
vulsions wore more violent and coming with the frequency of 6 to 10 
times a day. Wo were assured that all was lost and have him pUcod in 
a State Instltutien. Reluctantly the committment was aocompllsed. 

Then we recieved the staggarlng blow that our child could not be ad¬ 
mitted for 3 to 4 years. Due to the back-log ef waltoos. 

Three long months are to pass with our baby in that condition. 

He Wii amazingly rigid, his head was in a malposition and shape, it 
was held with the back laying on the left shoulder. His hands remain¬ 
ed open, the left arm was stiff and kept in a backward twisted poss- 
Ition, the right log was begglning to twist. He did have moments that 
led us to think that there was knowledge of some sort. One day late 
in October my daughter noticed a sign in a window on north Monroe str¬ 
eet which read '*Ihyslcal Therapy, L.T, Short**# She excitedly told me 
of her find. 

I mistakenly believed that 1 had to be sent by a doctor to a The¬ 
rapist, I had been waiting to be sent. Several times had questioned 
why the Jbeby could not have therapy and had been told that unless the 
child^Snfality there was iko need. However I took matters into my own 
hands and went to talk to the Physical Therapist, ■‘•he first words of 
encouragement were spoken to mo, "l/will try", (and try you have;). 


One month of therapy seemed to ease the child^s mesery and then 
fate struck in his favor in a dramatic way. He was cutting 3 year 
molars, all 4 of them and it was just too much, he slipped into a 
coma which lasted 23 days. About 7 weeks was lost then. But we seiz¬ 
ed this time to withdraw the seconal and phenobarbital. When he awoke 
he was ready for life, was e^sed back into the physical therapy 

treatments and at this time his accomplishments are amazing. Through 
therapy the astouAdine: chansies are these. He knov/s that he ia a per¬ 
son, that ho has a name, that the world has people, that tho things 
that lifted him, turned him, eased him, belonged to another person. 

This person was always with him and that there are other persons , 
the white coat of a physical therapist. He has the ability to tum 
his head any time, his hands will grasp, he can turn over if he works 
hard, his hands will hold light objects and hehas feet and legs that 
he can move when he wants to. The gavage tubes are gone from his life, 
> , He eats three meals a day from a sp©en. He can suck an 8 oz. bottle 

dry in 25 minutes. Hfts bowels are regular nnd he maps twice a day an® 


sleeps 6 to 7 hours a night, and this is improving. His heed is held 
at a good angle in a laying position. He tries hard to hold his head 
when he is placed in an upright position. , He still needs support. 

His left arm has straightened and he merrily weves it in front of his 
eyes. 


For nearly 3 years my one desire was that he be able to let me 
know that he recognised me,. Last week I walked in after a morning’s 
absence and his eyes lighted up and he laughed aloud and waved an ai*m* 
^his little action was my ultimate payment for the months of struggle. 
Vathout physical therapy he could never have manifested his love,
